The professional staff characteristics cbntijned in this report are racial 
or ethnic group, sex, highest educational leyel, type of appointment, age, 
lyears of experience in the district, total years of educational service, and^ 
salary « f - > * . - 

"Highest educational level" refers to .the traditional academic degrees, 
with '30 semester hour increments. There i* no 'provision for showing other 
levels, such as "master's degree, plus 15 hours." "Years of experience in the 
' district" excludes employment^ as a substitute teacher and* any other 
noncontracted position. "Total years of educational service" includes service 
in a school district or office of a count/ superintendent of schools as well as^ 
in other states and countries but excludes time' spent a3 a substitute, on a 
leave of absence, or in noneducational employment. 

Information in- this report is based on 213 t 650 records, 79 percent of 
which were reported by individual professional staff members and' 2>1 percent of 
which were reported by school districts from central office files. Data for 
all - of the characteristics reported were complete for- 98 perdent of the 
records'.

Tables 1 through 7 show characteristics for professional st^f based on 
their assignments, along with a sUtewide surrmary for professional staff. In 
tables 1 through 6, individual sta<Y members may have been counted in more than 
one assignment grotfp. For example, a teacher whose assignment includes courses 
in both social science and English would be counted in the analysis for each 
subject -area. However, "salary" statistics (Table .7) were computed on the 
basis of full-time equivalency. If a person taught in two assignment areas, 
such as social studies and English, that person f s salary would be distributed 




proportionally to "each of the subjfect areas. It* shpuld be .rioted that the 
character istifcs^ reported for teachers of students in /grades sevfen and eight » 
reflect only the. characteristics of teachers in sel^ontained^ classrooms at 
those levels. ^ Character istiVs of seventh and eighth grade teachers* in schools' 
that offer departmentalized instruction were Reported in the subject areas.
